The usual plea to buy coal now for next winter is being 


.made by the federal fuel distributor. He says, in a public 
statement:

"If industrial consumers hold off from purchasing coal dur- 


ing the summer, and enter the fall months with insufficient 
stocks, they are then likely to find themselves in a difficult 
position, and the country's rail transportation facilities over- 
burdened with consequent delay in movement of traffic, short- 


- age of equipment and congestion at yards and terminals. 


"industrial'consumers can, ~by, purchasing and storing to 


capacity as much as possible of their fall and winter coal re- 
quirements, aid the railroads, industry generally and the inter- 
ests of the whole country." 


This reasoning applies almost as strongly to private con- 


sumers as to industrial concerns. If there is a transportation 
blockade and a fuel famine in the winter they will be hit as 
hard, and suffer more. This is, on every account, the strategic 
time to lay up fuel for the cold weather.
